DEIAYED OiSPATGHES. 

EASTERN- STATES. 
Wasiiin'gto.v, Poo. l.'i. — Socretary 
Freliugliuysen received to-day from 
JMinister Morton, Paris, a copy of tho 
decree repealing that of February IGtli, 
by which the importation of American 
pork ^ya8 prohibited in France, to- 
gether with a copy of . the circular of 
the Minister of Commerce, addressed 
to the prefects, informing tliem of the 
decision taken and .simply advising 
them to see that the pork oflered to 
the public was fully «uVfid. 

Kansas City, Dec. 13.— Tho case in 
which Frank James wa.s hailed to day 
was the Blue Cut train robbery. His 
bondsmen number eigliteen and repre- 
sent $20,000 of property. James will 
be taken to Gallatin to-morrow. It is 
considered doubtful whether he will be 
admitted to bail there, as the' charge 
is murder. Officers were present to- 
■ :day awaiting to arrest Jami s for stop- 
'■■ ping the United States mail, and also 
:'; for robbing the United States Pay- 
rma.ster at Mu8.sel Shoals, Ala., and for 
the Northtield bank robbery in Minne- 
sota. 

WEST INDIES. 
St. Tuosias, Dec. 12. --On the 17lh 
ultimo the:8teamer DeBalines captured 
the schooner "Dareleas, 'from - Kingston 
for. Jacmet, with a cargo of provisions 
for the insurgents. There were eight 
men on board and five were shot. On 
the 19th ultimo' the Government forces 
began the bouibardmont of. Jacmet. 
The city is resisting, although suffering 
severely. It is reported that there has 
been a severe engagement between the 
Uesalines and the Lapatrie. Ic is said 
the paddle wheels of the latter steamer 
were damaged and a shell killed seven 
men. The Desalincs .suffered serious 
damages, besides having her commander 
killed. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Dec. 1 3. — The 
question of , holding a worl4'8;jfairtj,in 
1887 in this city is meeting^'wth 
attention. At the informal meeting 
last night Governor Stoneman read a 
telegram received from Washington, 
signed by the United States Senators 
and Congrestiinen from Oregon, Cali- 
fornia and Nevada and the representa- 
tive from Washington Territory, read- 
ing: "We cordially endorse the propo- 
..sitiqii; to . hold a', world's - fair at San 
Fraucisco in 188f.'^ M. D. Boruck 
stated that the cost of the buildings 
would be about 81,000,000. It was 
propoaod to erect them in Golden 
Gate Park, He hoped that Congress 
would maico an appropriation for that 
piirposp, and stated that during the 
past four years California had paid to 
the Federal Government ,$491,000,000; 
therefore it would not be immodest to 
ask the Govcrnmerit for aid. Irving 
"W. Scott, a promiuciit citizen, had 
promised him that if buildings were 
permanently, erected ho would donate 
^ 850,000 Avortli of works and a similar 
sum in money. Further meetings will 
be held in the meantime The belief

Regina, N.W.T., Nov. SO.— Joseph 
N. Stevenson, and George Stevenson, 
two half-breed IndianK,who,on October 
were found guilty of murdering an 
aged squatter heai: Troy, in- this Terri- 
tory, were hanged in the jail -yard at 
' thi.s place yestei-day afternoon. 

Halifax, N.S., Nov. 2,9.— In April, 
li!82, Capt. Koach, of Yarmouth, 
master of the bark Brazie, succeeded 
ill saving the crew of the American 
sciiooner Nellie Bell. The American 
K'jverninont lias presented him with a 
gol.l watch valued at §100, In the 
iiif-antime Capt. Boacli has himself 
found a watery grave, having been lost 
on a voyage from Cape Breton to Yar- 
mouth about a month ago. 

Halieax, Doc.. 3. — A repqrfc from 
Digby says the Government steamer 
^'ewjieldf while towing a new ship last, 
night near that jilace, parted tho haw- 
ser, and the new vessel went ashore 
near Point Prim lighthouse, striking 
ftgftinst a bluff rock. Captain Brown-/ 



of the New/ield, was on board the new- 
ship with nine others, only two of 
whom were ."(aved. Captain Brown and 
seven otiier men drowning. The men 
saved were Janios Dane and James 
Soi..-- Dane was second steward of the 
Newfield, and was se:iL on board the 
ship to look after Captain Brown, when 
the hawser parted. Brown saw Point 
Prim light, and kowing they must go 
ashore, tried to steer for the light, 
which, if he had succeeded in doing, 
would have saved tho crew and him- 
self, even i£ the vessel would be lost, 
but with wind and tide against them 
he failed. Brown was formerly a lieu- 
tenant in tho Boyal -Navy, and was 
very popular in this city, whore he 
leaves a family. 

Ottawa, Dec. 3. — Sir Cliarle.s Tnp- 
per cabled to day that ho had received 
a letter from the Duke of Buckingham 
stating that the Prince of Wales was 
most anxious that Canada should jo.ln 
in the Hygienic exhibition to be held 
in London. , 

Winnipeg, Dec. 3:^— In consequence 
of the tremendous outlay and meagre 
receipts the Cariadian Pacific railway 
is obliged to reduce wages and change 
tho time of the hours of the workmen. 
Under the cliango machinist.s are re- 
duced forty cents per day, laborers 
twenty cent.s, car|)enters thirty -five, 
boilermakers fifty-five, engineers' and 
firemen's bonus fifty per cent, per 
month. In the stores department la- 
borers are reduced to sJl.OO per day. 
Office, hands heretofore getting §55 per 
mbath are reduced to $50, In the 
running sheds a reduction of 5 per cent 
is made. In consequence of the redjic- 
tion, the boilermakor.s went on strike 
to-day. I'here is talk of a general 
strike to-night, hut it is not considered 
probable. 

A recent Kingston dispatch nays; 
Great excitement was caused in the 
village of Odessa by the attempted ab- 
duction of a respectable young Udy, 
the daughter of llov. T. fl, Macdonald, 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, by 
a young man of the vil'age named 
Samuel ,Hill The young lady was at 
chprch, but was seut out by a chorister 
to obt^Ui a book from the parsonage, 
which is immediately adjoining which 
was req«!ired in tlie service, As she 
was turning tho corner .she was stopped 
by Hill, anc|, under threats of violence 
accompanied him' a" short distance up 
the road, where she- was t;old to remain 
until he got a horse to^ivo her oft'. 
As soon as she was left alotie she ran 
home and gave the alarm. Service in 
the church was abruptly broken ofT, 
and the young man was arrested by 
the indignant|father, assisted by a few 
of his parishioners, while in the act of 
getting out of his gig. A. previous in- 
timacy had. existed between the par- 
ties, but it was broken off ns soon us 
it came to the ears of the young lady's 
parents, and it was thought he had 
abandoned his intentions. 

Bkrlin, Onti, Nov. 30. — A very .snd 
and melancholy death oct;urrcd in Dr, 
VanCamp's oflice in this town. jSlrs. 
Allan Bossiinberger, of Now D.undee, 
a woman of abouf^Sj^ars of age, 
came to have some'teeElijextracteil, and 
this could oiily be done under the in- 
fluence of chloroform. Hbr ' husband 
called in Dr. Myhus, one of our most 
careful physicians, to administer it. 
After being under the influnnce for 
somo minutes, it was seen that Mrs. 
Bossauberger was in imminent danger, 
and every possible means of re.suscita- 
tion was at once resorted to, notwith- 
standing which slio died at 1 o'clock. 
The deceaKcd leaves a husband and two 
small children to mourn lier .sudden 
and unexpected death. 

Ottawa, Nov. 30. — The command- 
ants of the new military schools about 
to be opened in the Dominion, have 
completed their labors, and will leave 
for their respective homes. They have 
prepared a report, and laid it before 
Hon. A. Pv Caron, Minister of Militia, 
for his approval. It is anticipated 
that about 100 recruits will be taken 
into each of the three infantry schools, 
and about fifty in the cavalry school. 
The recruiting will be proceeded with 
at once. ^ 

Ottawa, Dec. 1.— The., militia gen- 
eral order of the 9th of November, 
fixing the ages at which officers of the 
active force may be retirrd, has been 
amended. Lieuten'ant-Colanels who 
attain the age of 63 years. Majors at 
tho age of 58, Captains at the age of 
50 and Lieutenants at the age of '15 
may now be placed on the retired list. 
This regulation will apply also to regi- 
mental staff officerB^accprding to their

The Columbian, speaking of to-day's 
fire, says: "Shortly after six o'clock this 
morning the slumbering city was diatuJb- 
od hy the sound of the fire alarm. Tho 
scone of tho conflagration was in tlio rear 
of Mr. George Meades' shaving parlors, 
and it soon became evident that tho Col- 
onial hotel, only about twenty feet dis- 
tant, must go. It was some time before 
the fire engine got to work, and in the 
meantime the flames had been spreading 
rapidly ii) all directions among the wood- 
en buildings which everywhere surround- 
ed it. 

Mr. Meade's building and filr. Rae's 
store adjoining were quickly enveloped, 
and the tiro very soon took hold of the 
Colonial. Tliia fine large structure, the 
finest on the mainhmd of British Colum- 
bia, was entirely built of wood, with man- 
sard roof, and- afforded material for a ter- 
rible conflagration. The tongues of flames 
shot up to a grsat height and the heat 
was intense. Many citizens worked heroi- 
cally to save propetty andlhnit the o.\tent 
of the coullagratioa. 

.\11 along tho south side of Columbia 
street,although tho street is 100 foot wide 
tho shops were ■ blistering and smoking 
from the great heat. Several times some 
of these buildings took fire, but wore all 
saved. 

The Grutto saloon, on the corner of 
Columbia and McKoiizio streets, was soon 
swept away, and the three offices on Mc- 
Konzio street, occupied by Mr. Alport, 
Messrs. Corbould and McColl, and Dr. 
Bentley, soon followed. On tho west side 
of McKonaie street, Mr. K. Andrews' 
saloon was burnt, and tho buildings oc- 
cupiod by Messrs. Murray & Fry, as a 
paint shop, and Mr. Devoy as a shoe shop. 
Dr. Trew's oflice escaped with a severe 
scorching and the soda watershop is where 
the flames wore conquered. , 

A vigorous stand was made at Mr. 
Deanes'bricbbuilding immediately oast of 
the Colonial, This building underwent a 
terrible trial, but it withHcncKl tho flapios 
and Htoppi'd further destruction in that 
quarter.

Andrews' Ibsi dii bufHding and stock is 
about $'2800, insured for §1000. 

The losses on stock are: Mcl'liadden 
S3000; Curtis & Co., 5=1000; McNaugh 
ten, If 500; Harvey, §500; SchouUar it 
Co., on shops and contents, §700; Loisor, 
81000; Murr,«y $c Fry, §500; C. 0. Ma- 
jor, $100; Woods & Turner, §500; Mr 
Deane's building was damaged to the ex 
tent of $800; Dr, Trew's cihcc, $200; Mr. 
Cunningham's, 8150; besides damages to 
a number of other buildings. All the 
stocks which suffered by removal are ful- 
ly insured. The firo exhausted itself 
about 9 o'clock. It is most fortunate that 
thoro was no wind and that Columbia 
street was very wide, otherwise very little 
would bo now left of the business streets 
of the city.

"Noth- 
ing but u stroufi govornniont will do in 
Franco," siiy the Oormans. "We don't 
want to tight, but if attacked again wo 
will take care to -'oave a government in 
the country that can keep the peace, even 
if \s-o have to govern it ourselves." On 
nil hands we hear thn oomplaint of the 
'JovertinKultaolTeriul in Franco to German 
travelers nnd residents. Said one gen- 
tleman to roc: "Itis becoming intolera- 
ble. Thoy are ton times worse now tlian 
just after the war. They daren't attack us 
yet, but directly Bismarck or Van Moltke 
dies thoy will bs foolish enough to think 
thoy mo strong enough to beat us and 
force a war as thoy did before." 

I was dining only last night in tho com- 
pany of a prominent official in the Gor- 
man war department. During tho course 
of the evening the ccnvursatioii turned 
upon tho strength, etc., of tlie Germrn 
army, and a friend of mine said; "I sup- 
po.so Germany could' put over 1,000,000 
men in the field ?"

German's mouth when talking upon the 
subject of M'ur, ''We shall have to do it 
ngain soon."

In an exfcondedarticlo on this subject, 
the Building News, London, states that, 
comparing the strength of two iron pil- 
lars of tho same height and diameter, 
one solid and the other hollow, the 
latter has the advantage of being econ- 
omically stronger, tho solid column ia 
.stronger than the 'hollow ono of the 
dame external diameter, but tho lesser 
area is more cfl'cclive than the greater, 
because the central portions of the solid 
pillar are les.s ufjcful in resisting the 
bending force than, the metal in the 
circumference of the hollow pillar. If, 
however, the quantity of material in 
both the solid and hollow column of 
equal height b* the Baino.the hollow pil- 
lar is by far tho stronger, this being 
demonstrable by a simple geometrical 
construction, by one to proportion a 
hollow column of the same area a 
that of a solid one, by one of tho di- 
ametoca boinR given. It is shown, in 
•uict, that hollow columns of the same 
area of met*l an a solid one, may bo 
made by a larger diiuuuter, their stren- 
gths increasing proportionately, until 
a limit is reached by tho ahell of the 
metal becouaing too thin to iuauro a 
sound casting. It is sta.ted-tbat a hol- 
low pillar nine inches in external di- 
meter of 8.062 inches, and a thick- 
ness of metal 0.47 inch, or about o'lie- 
half an inch, ia five and oric-half times 
stronger than a solid pillar with the 
same quantity of tnotal. Tho practical 
limit in manufaeturo is said to bo a 
thickness of one-f«urth incli;

TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OF A 
MAYOR AND COUNCILLORS FOR THE 
CITY OF VICTORIA FOR THE ' YEAR 

1884. 

WHEREAS IT IS E.\PEDIENT TO 
make provision fur the Election of a 
aiayor and Municipal Councillors for the 
City of Victoria fi^r the year 1884. 

And whoroas in puisuance of the Act 
passed lUth xMay, 1883, intituled an Act 
to amend the "Municipality Act, 1881," 
the Municipal Council of the City of Vic- 
toria passed a unanimous resolution in- 
creasing the number of Councillors to nine 
exclusive of tho Mayor, namely, throe 
Councillors for .fohnson Street Ward, 
three Councillor.i for JoIjuhou Street 
Ward, and three Councillora for James 
Bay Ward. 

\iv, it enacted by the Mayor and Council 
of the Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
as follows: 

1. The nomination of Candidates for 
the respective oSices of Mayor r.iid Cbun- 
eilKirs iif the City «if Victoria shall take 
])!ace at the City Council Chambers, 
IJMUglni «troet. , . ' . 

2. In case a poll shall be dtily demantl- 
ed at tile El ictioii of Mayor tho vote of 
the Electors shall be taken by B:dlot at 
tho City Council Chambers aforesaid. 

3. In case a poll shall be demanded at 
the Election of Councillors for any Ward 
in this City, the vote oftho Electors en- 
titled to vote in such Ward shall be taken 
at the following places, that ia to say: 

In Johnsoii Street Ward, the City Coun- 
cil Chambers. 
In Yates Stfeet Ward, the Police Barracks, 

jBMtipiilStroot. 
In J'amos' Bay Ward, the old Council 
Chambers, at the corner of Govern- 
ment and Broughton streets, 
Tho nomination shall be held on the 
second Monday in January, 1884, from 
12 o'clock noon to 2 o'clock p.m., and the 
polling, if any, on the Thursday follow- 
ing from 10 o clock a . m to 4 o'clock p. m". 

Sections 67 and 68 of the Bylaw known 
as the Municipal Elections Regulati'jn 
and Ba'lut Act, 187&, and the schedules 
thereto ao far as the same are applicable 
shall bo read with and form part.of this 
Bylaw. 

This Byhvw may be cited as The Muni- 
cipal Elections Bylaw, 1,S84.

Committee on private blUn reported 
that N, W. and P. iVL Railway and N.

Mr. Armstrong introduced a bill to 
amend the N. W. and P. JVI. Railway 
Co.'s bill, 1382. Read first time pnd re- 
ferred. 

SETILEMENT JIILL. 

Mr. Grant said this was one of the 
moat important subjects ihat.had conio 
before this Iioiiho since confederation. 
He was a frou lance un this subject and 
he proposed to doal with the matter in a, 
free and independent manner. He feared j 
that we were paying too much for our' 
whistle. British Columbia had kept her 5 
contract under the terms of union; Can- j 
ada had not kept hers. Ho showed that) 
for the year ending June, 1882 1^1,200,000^; 
had been paid in custom duties and inter-; 
nal revenue and the advantage derived by . 
Canada and tlxo purchase by us of Can- j 
adian goods that canio in free. Thetrans-j 
continental railway was built in the inter- 
est of Canada at large and not in interebt 
of any partioiilar province. The 3,500,j ' 
000 acre's of land in the Peace river ccurr-' 
f.y proposed to be given under this bill 
were 2,700,000 in excess of whatOanada 

;waB entitled to receive. IMi^aena^iawere 
worth §9,700,000, and thete: warho'tirrie- 
limitto insure their early settlement.' Read 
from official reports to prove the value of 
these lands.) There were 5000 or GOOO 
square miles of land in the Peace river 
country, as shown by Mr. Diiwaon, and 
these had been taken by the Dominion 
government, leaving the province little 
land that was of value. If wo hud a rail- 
way in runnina order we oould reach the 
Peace river country in one day from Vic- 
toria. (A inap of the Polar Region and 
Frozen Zone was produced to show the 
contignity of Peace river to Liverpool by 
means of a railway to the six-montha-in- 
the-year-frozen-aolid Hudson Bay.) Ho 

:'next referred to tho lands on the island 
which, he B^id, were vary valuable. He 
did not agree with the attorney general 
that the gold and silver did not pnss with 
the land. The bill transferred "all sub- 
Mtttices whataoe'Ver," and Blackstone said 
that if a man conveyed his land he con- 
veyed all that it contained. Everything 
terestrial passed. He questioned if it 
wan legal to grant tise land ,ijin, this way 
and believed that a .iquattor coiild|not|bo 
legally diaposseBSod, The gdVefhriwUt 
were giving more than the ooiintiry had 
eipected they would. The ^peo- 
ple of Comox gsu'e up their 
land and got no rfnlw.ay. I'here 
was no obligation to maintain a furiy so 
a> to make this road part of the Canada 
Pacific. Tha exemption of tho land from 
taxation was a dangerous precedent. Tho 
land* might bo locked up for years. 
Tiiere was no maximum price sot at which 
the timber lands should be sold. He had 
no doubt the bill would be pasjjod, but 
there should be a maxinunn rale fixed by 
the bill at which timber lands should be 
sold. The granting of the foreshore rights 
waa a most serious matter. He believed 
that the whole foresTiore . rights on the 
cast coast would be given away by the 
bill, as heretofore foreshore rights had 
been . reserved from purchase by . tho 
Dominion govornmont. The compony 
would have a right to mine under the sea 
and the bill, therefore, gave them more 
land than waa apparent in tho bill. II 
Tvaa the duty of the government to see 
(bikt-.tli* intortits of tb« ptiblto w«r« pro- 



tected (Re'ferenco was made to tlio esti- 
mated value of the coal lands by Mr. 
Richardson of tlie geological aurvoy). He 
referred to the exhausting procos.s which 
was going on in eastern forests and said 
thai timber lands were becoming of 
groat value on this const. He oatimated 
tho value of ti\e timber lands on the 
Island railway belt at ^,000,000. Ta'ten 
altogether he calculated that thia province 
paid to tho Dominion for tho aottlomeut 
of all claims and tho building of this road, 
§21,750,000. Ho did not know but this 
value might bo doubled. The syndicate 
was doing no more than any other men 
would do, but it was tho duty of our 
legislature to see that they did not got too 
much. Tho province was in a first-class 
position. He would have liked to ace tho 
province build tho line and sell tho lands 
instead of giving theih away for 70 miles 
of railway. The dry dock had been a 
great bugbear, but he had never looked 
on it as some of tho mainland members 
did. It might have cost ua gl5O,O0O more 
than the bubaidiea, w'hicli would not be a 
large sum when its importance waa con- 
sidered. The province should have re- 
tained that valuable pioco of property. 
Tho dock hud been badly managed from 
the first. Ho blamed/ fchejf piwti^i who 
took so small a security from the contrac- 
tors. Ko understood that S25O,000 of the 
dock money was to be spent ou the main- 
land and thought tho Island should have a 
share of it. Ho was in favor of ppaoo,but 
he did not like to buy peace at too high a 
■PKice?|,%\V'e were giving ».way ton much 
*witKoUtrproper guarantees, Tliora waa no 
provision for schools or roads, and there 
waa to be no taxation unleaa the company 
alienated tho lands. Tho hou. gentleman 
continued at great length tu denounce tho 
bill and claim the insertion of safeguards. 

Mr. T. Davie .said bo agreed almost en- 
tirely with Mr. Dufk'HTemnrka and thought, 
that Canada bad grossly violated all treat- 1 
ies with this in'ovince. Had Ihitish Colniu- 
bians known then what they Jo now 
confederation would never liavo beeu. Tho 
"Fight Canada*' loolicy had been productive 
of nothing but failure. He agreed that 
this province should maintain its rights, 
but nothing luid been iiceompliahod as yet 
in the struggle. The proi^osed .sottlomont 
was not such a bad biirgaia as some' im- 
agined. If they pii.ssc'd tho bill the dry- 
dock would_^e taken off their hands, the 

lHland|rivil\?ft^itFltu^V^ lands ou tho 
mainland 'ferown' opetf and, in addition, 
cordial relatiouB established vdth Canada. 
Tho people of IJ. C, oould not afl'crd the 
present state of things to continuco. Op- 
poneilta to tho measure had characterized 
the bill >a8 a monopoly and had circulated 
inflaniMiatory articles to caviso agitation. 
Capitalists -were uot going to expend money 
without the prospect of piopovtiuimte re- 
turn. The railway would at loa.st eowt §2,- 
500,000 to $3,000,000. The nBnertion that 
tho cqmpnay ^\Ypuld lock up land« was not 
reaBoSablgf^i^ipvptjab to 
their iniere'Stai "' The"opening^ of coal 
mines in B. C. meant, practically, tho con- 
trol of the San Francisco market. It wa.s 
no simple matter to build a railway through 
an uneven country. There waa an erron- 
eous idea that Vancoiivor island was one 
vaat bed of coal. Coal compauioH had 
started only to meet, in many cases, with 
failure. The exaggerated idea of tho vast 
mineral wealth of tlie island was laisload- 
ing. The people of a country must in tho 
end rule it,*^'and capital, while having its 
privileges, had also its duties, and a coun- 
ti-j' had a right to check monopoliesU they 
became too arbitrary and that right would 
doubtless, if necessary, be experienced. 
It was not at all clear that all luiuerals 
were included in this proposed grant. He 
was convinced for his own pint* hat they 
were not. The different minerals enum- 
erated in tho contract implied the ex- 
clusion of others. Tho hou. gentleman 
then defined the rights included in sub- 
jects and other grants. Though believ- 
ing that gold and silver rights did nut 
come under thia grant ho would never- 
theless vote for. the bill even if it waa ex- 
pressly urider8to6^hBjr^«diWwfe|X3d 
seldom or neveir' fimn^' except 
ual prospecting, and this could only bo 
obtained by granting suflicient induce- 
ments, and this the company in 
their own interest muat know. With 
reference to the employment of 
Chinese h^^hynglit tho insertion 
of a claua^exoliiding this kind of em- 
ployment was unnecessary because a Chi- 
nese bill was at present bayjg prepared 
which proposed dealing with theosohi- 
sion or restriction of those people from 
British Columbia. They were neither de- 
sirable immigrants for profitable laborers, 
and he thought there was little four of 
their employment. The hon. leader of 
the opposition hud complained that the 
government had passed no orders in coun- 
cil in regard to this bill. This was no ar- 
gument as to its merits. Tho members 
know they had tho coiifidonce of their 
oonatituentfc in passing thia measure. It 
was not feasible to auppoao that the com- 
pany would bring their railway to any 
but centres of population. Wo were un- 
able to people tho Peace river lands from 
this coast, immigration must come from 
the northwest. If Canada peopled this 
3,500,000 acres why, all tho better for thi.s 
country. (Hoar, hoar.) While regretting 
that a better bargain had not been made; 
he had'cblne,§to the conclusion that thisf 
waa the, test obtainable, and ho should,! 
therefore, feiBOrd his vote in its favor.' 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Duck here rose, to a, queation of 
privilege. The last apcaker had alluded 
to him as having vofeired to tho late gov- 
ernment when saying'Hhe party had been 
shattered by sectional feeling." Ho was 
speaking of tho province generally in con- 
nection with tho Dominion Oavornmeiit. 

Mr. Raybould said that his honorable 
friend (Mr. T. Davio) laid groitt stivas- 
upon his (Mr. Raybould's) ctatomont that 
Island railway would not p;iy for axle 
grease, but it was not upon his own au- 
thority but that of a coaipetont man who 
made use of tho term which he had niore- 
ly repeated. 

Mr. McLeese said it waa evident the 
government intended passing the meas- 
ure and without amendinonta; but ho 
would nevertheless protest a^jjiiiimt its 
passage. It was put before them cut and 
dried and had to be swallowed. 
The people had never had any opportuni* 
ty to pass on the bill. It was nut .a test 
question at the last gen6ralolection,(Afti'r 
a long pause.) Thia bill was conceived in 
sin and brought forth in iniquity. (Uj - 
roarious irierriment.) The ministry bo 
tween tho local government and tho Do- 
minion Government agent, had sold thlb 
country for seventy miles of railivay. We 
had given up claimsfornot cany ingout tho 
terms of union.'' The lion. gQutleman 
plunged into statistics and claimed that 
tho country was giving too much, Edgar 
offered §750,000 ton years ago in compen- 
sation for delays, and if the Dominion 
owod ua §750,000 conipensation-thon they 
owe U3 §2,500,00 now. The dock was 
givenaway for a snap of your finger. Tho 
Peace river lands were wnrth $7,500,000 
and we gave them fnr seventy miles of 
an Island railway, Tho government hail 
been hoodwinked and as the house had 
not been taken into" tho government con- 
fidence the bill ought not to pass. A roy- 
alty should be put on all the coal mined. 
The BeotioD&l feeling of the Island against 
th« mHinlftnd bftd b»»a ths oaiiie of tha 



Ffght Canuda policy. ("No, no.") Vic- 
toria wanted to be British Columbia. Thia 
bi!3 was the best evidence of that feeling. 
The bill should be anzanded bo that too 
much should not be given away. Money 
enough oould have been derived from tho 
sale of these lands to buiid the Island rail- 
way and the drydock and leave several 
thouaaud dollars in the treasury. In con- 
clusion he aaid that if he had aaid any- 
thing personal he waa sorry for it, and ho 
was glad anyhow that the work would fall 
into tho hands of a Birtiali Columbian. 
(Laughter and cheers). 

Mr. Wilaou said the bill had been ex- 
haustively discuflsed. No bill had been 
more carefully considered. His hon. col- 
league had not boon content with going 
back to ita birth, he had gone back to its 
conception. This bill, although dealt with 
as a whole, was only an amending act. 
When it waa before the house laat yeor it 
will be remembered that it had an in vigor* 
ating effect. It was seen that the pros- 
pect of peace with Canada and the cou- 
struotion of the Island railway infused 
new life into every interest. When it 
waa aupposed to have failed everything 
dropped again and romaiiicd dull and 
pulsolesB until after it waa known that an 
arrangein^Dti had been come to with !^ 
Alexander Campbell, when everything 
revived again. When before his con- 
stituents he told thoni that any measure 
which had for.its object tho taking over of 
thej drydock by..theDo^^ 
would have Hisrhoari^ support. He had 
not had an opportunity to . deal with tho 
objects of the bills separately, and as 
they wore to be considered as a whole he 
would take them as a whole (chour<J.) 
The dry dock was called a valuable asset; 
but how r-aniH it that no private company 
stood ready to build. Provincial revenue 
had been sunk in that dock. Roads, 
streets and bridges had been swallowed 
up by it. It had even been a political 
stalking-hoise, and he would be glad 
when we were rid of it. Tho proririco 
had not parted with tho land — wo did not 
abandon our aovoreignty over it any 
more than the dry dock svas towed away 
to Canada (Oheora); It waa better that 
the landa in PoSca nver should be taken 
over by the Dominion govornmont and 
administered by that government than that 
they ahould bo held by this province and 
administered by it (hear). If British 
Columbia was anything it waa a mineral 
country and must look to mining, manu- 
facturing and commerce, not to agricul- 
ture for greatness. He referred to the 
pittjn^jSjpfSth^^ of the |.rovinco to 

deaFwiin itl'own tiiifiif by the legislature 
of thia province and ho found the name 
of the loader of the opposition among 
those who voted to part with that right. 
He gave away the security wo had for the 
early construction of the railwa}' and now 
he accuses this government of bad faith. 
The people and legislature had clamored 
for this railway for ton years; miaaionaries 
had been sent to England and thouaunds 
of dollars had been spent in trying to got 
the road built, and now that there la a 
prospect of getting the road there is op- 
position to it. Why } Because there was 
a rival syndicate who asked for tho whole 
of the land in the Peace river district for 
building this road. It was too late for the 
pooplo of tho Island to tell us they don't 
want this road. They had educated ua in 
that belief, and now that tho road ia to bo 
built, thu lands to be thrown open, the 
dock to be taken over and, more than all, 
our d.iff'erencea with Canada all seitlotl 
there ia opposition. The member for 
Kootenay had said gentlemen may cry 
"peace; but there ia no peace." .Paas the 
bill and there will be peace— one of the 
best bills ever brought before the house — 
and there will not only be peace but 
peace with honor (loud cheers.) 

Mr, Armstrong said no one had yet 
ventured to call this blU|S|fi^Mdf6nft^nd 
he did not believe it was* understood^ut- 
aide the house. Wo were giving away all 



cerne<^ ho would be satisfied without say- 
ing anything at all. The land only waa 
given iWay under the Clements bill, but 
in this ojio tho subsidy of .5750,000 was to 
accompany it.

Tho failure of 
tho islnnd to obtain a railway had boon 
a stock griovanco in this part of tho 
provinOJ for rnany years. The govern- 
ment, he thought, were right in asaumin|; 
that ViiHcoiivor Island wanted a railway. 
The oiiBt Coast lands had been locked up 
for maJ'y years to tho injury of tho island 
and the provinuo: It waa admitted that 
Vancoovor I.'sland suflfered very materially 
from tho locking up of those lands. The 
railway had boon going abegging during 
all thes*^ years and maps and agenta were 
sent abroad to toll the world that the Is- 
land r.i'lway belt was of great value and 
that any poraons building tho line would 
bo greatly be"efittod thereby. In spite of 
these ropi'oaentationano one cimio forward 
to build tha road and take the lands. The 
Canadian p.icitic syndicate refused to build 
it with 1 cash aubaidy added. In the ses- 
sion of 1882 ft bill called the Clemen ta 
Bill to ouable a company to build tho Is- 
land line was passed by thia houae. He 
npw asked all unprejudiced minda to com- 
pare the Clements Bill with the present 
one and they would see that tho differ- 
ence, if any, was in favor of the present 
bill. The Clumenta Co. did not build the 
line. T'bfy got the charter and tried to 
aell it ir» tho markets of the world. That 
party put up §10,000 as security, and did

river district." There was a discrepancy 
between the statements of the prewior 
this session and hia statementB<ylaat>/8e8r 
sion. Why should wo make ^thesercion-' 
oessiona to Canada? Is it because for nine 
years they failed to carry out their obli- 
gations to this province? Ho referred to 
tho Terms of Union and claimed that this 
bill altered those terms. No action of this 
house could be binding on the people of 
this country and if the people once saw 
that they had given away too much, thore 
would bo more trouble and more fighting 
than we had yet seen. Settlers came 
rushing into this country last summer 
and occupied the lands. This act had 
nothing to do with their coming. Ho 
was a strong believer in the present ad- 
ministration of Canada, but he must say 
they were not treating us properly. Can- 
ada had no claim on us for this bonuh. {Jo 
hoped there waa sufficient good sense in 
the house to prevent this bill becoming 
law. The Dominion governmont wanted 
to stretch tho Terms of Union. The 
niombers of the t;overnment had not 
fought for the rights of tho province as 
tiioy should have done. The 'Dpihiuion 
government would not allow 
companies who asked only per- 
miasion to build a railway through provin- 
cial territory without a land or money sub- 
Hidy, and was that the reaaon why this 
give-away policy should bo accepted? Froo 
miners would be niled out of the Island 
railway belt. The drydock had been badly 
managed, (hear, hear) ; but we gave away 
with it i?5()0,000. Now Zealand. built her 
own railways and tho railways 'were now 
earning 1 per cent. He iionsidered that 
members of the governmont had- 'neglected 
their duty in prejmring this bill. Thoy liad 
allowed tho province to be humiliated by 
liaving the bill placed in the hands of an 
outside gentleman — Hon. J. W. Trutch. 
What was the uso of coming hero if the bill 
could not bo "amended? Ho moved to 
amend that action on the bill be postponed 
until till! constituents liad buen conMUlted 
by tho dissolution of the house. Ho had 
no doubt, that tho country would sustain 
tho government.

No. 'I'hoy signally failed. No capitalist 
would look at it and ono of the promoters 
ht^<^l^ him only the other day that he 
was out of pocket 5?5,000 by the failure of 
the Cle<neuts scheme. Wo know that the 
promoters ^f the Dunsmuir scheme are 
men of c;.ipital and pluck and thoy have 
put up §260,000 as security that thoy 
moan to do the work. The matter had 
been forcibly and ably put to the house 
by the leader of*the government and tho 
debate (particularly on tho govornmont 
aide) h»d been singularly able. Under 
certain conditions a land monopoly ia a 
bad thing; but the sting is taken out of 
monopoly by the promise that it allows 
actual aotilorfl to enter and take up 160 
acres of buid it ?1 an acre. The ma- 
chinery ^ot administering that land ia us 
complote as if tho land had never pasaed 
from ih^^ government at all. Would any 
one toll him tbiu all tho land worth tak- 
ing Up would not be taken up during the 
next four years { Thore would bo auch a 
rush of BOttlera for settlers for land next 
spring aa woiild astonish the people of 
tiio inland. Tho construction of a railway 
through tho l^elt, tho oxcollont reputa- 
tion tlio land had obtained abroad, and 
the uiicertiiinty as to what would be 
chargud at tho end of the next, four 
years vv'ould bring thousands of settlers. Is 
it not in the intoreat )f the Island— ^Vic- 
toria, Esquimau, Saanich, Cowiclian, 
Naiuinio and Gomox — that settlors 
loulj bo got on the land at 
tho niost rapid pare possible? 
He could coiiL'eivo of 110 Hohome so likely to 
eouduco tp the prosperity of the country as 
this.;^:;c3ff^ar,) The Cloments bill gave the 
land "'tio ' foreign caintalists. The charter 
might bavo been aold to a foreign raihvaj* 
corporation that would ho use the coiil 
atorea of the island as to operate theiu un- 
favorably for the Canadian Pacific railway. 
But in drafting this bill the government 
have protected the interests of tho Cana- 
dian PiiciUo. Move than that, we give tho 
Itiiid to 'n\y of yourselves in whom wo have 
overy eonlideueo, and who will miinnge tho 
wliolii buaiiicris. Theae are points that 
o«Kht to <joi»Mend thomselvcs to tho whole 
country and ought to secure the passage of 
this bill Avithout a disaonting voice. 
(Cheora.) The loader of tho opposition 
bad haiidlod the dry dock matter in a very 
gingerly Uianiiev indeed. It was never in- 
tended '^t lirst that tho dock should bo a 
provincial work at all; but when our dele- 
gates went to Ottawa the best they CQuld_do 
w:aB to Hoc'urc a ganranteorpf/interest tb;^ 
amount of $200,000 frorn the Dominion 
govornU^'JUt. No company would look at 
tho dock On those terms. After considera- 
ble diflieulty tho Imperial government wore 
induced to give a aubsidy of $250,000, b\it 
thoy introduced in it alterations that very 
matoriahy increased the coat tho work. Tho 
Walkenl Rovernment premised to spend no 
provincial money on the dock; but in a few 
years $200,000 or $300,000 was spent on 
the work, 'pho hito govornmont had lot the 
dock to a few local contractors, biit pursued 
Bueh a courHO that .the,. contraoio,r£( wove 
ruined fi^d ono of them is in his gravo as 
the resuH of 'ho trcalmonf he sustained. 
[SenHfttion.J NVhon tho govoniment came 
into power thoy found a mudholo where 
there shonld have been a dock. The loader 
of tho opposifipn had" said if ho had ro- 
inaitiod tho Bite of tho dock would have 
boon a beohi^'^. but where would have been 
tho honey? i J^t would have been a hive at 
tha expense of the "fp^ds, stroeta and 



lands if they would proaocuto railway 
conatriiction with vigor. The late gov- 
ernment wore guib.y of a pioco of con- 
temptible deception. No one who knew 
tho leader of the opposition would sccuao 
him of that ! (Laughter.) When this 
government came into power thoy found 
there wore close on 14,000,000 acres of 
land in tho mainland railway^; belt of. 
which about 0,000,000 wore wdrthlesa for 
economic purposes. We offered thom 
1,000,000 acres. They wanted 3,000,000, 
and finally when thoy had agreed to lake 
the land in one Wo|k|ti¥|"the Peaco rivor 
country thia g()Vonimentollered 2,000,000 
acres which olfer was finally accepted. 
Like tho dock, aouw hon, gentlemen ap- 
peared to think that tins laud in the Peace 
river country waa to be carried out of the 
country (Laughter.) If tho land had re- 
mained in the possession of British 
Columbia^ it might not have beon<\vailablo 
to settlement for fifty yeiiiM, whiltj in the 
hands of tho Dominion it will be develop- 
od within the next five or six years and 
become revouue piroduoing to this pr.)- 
vince. It was an extraordinary thing that 
wheiiener ifwas proposed in this house to 
cede a tract of land it became of enor- 
mous value. According to tho oppo- 
sition speakers Peace river Was 
a perfect garden of Eden and there ought 
_to be a rush there in the spring, (laugli- 
Ter.) The Dominion government wanted 
to charge §5 an acre for lands near the 

(railway and §2.50 an acre for lands fur- 
ther hack, on the same basis as they were 
selling in the Northwest. Put the amount 
' of land at 5,000,000 acres, and reckoning 
^it at §2.50 an acre would bo §12,500,000. 
^ Now, at §1 an acre those .5,000,000 acres 
would roali>:eonly §5,000,000, or §7,500-, 
1 000 less than the government charge for 
[similar lands in the Northwest. Tlrat 
\amount wasaavedtothc country and itwns 
lUio very beat way of encouraging settlors. 
The country has absolutely tho right to 
those lands at §1 an acre, thereby retain-] 
ing in tho pockets of the settlers §7,500, 
000 that thoy would otherwise have had' 
to pay for the lands, (cheers). Tho hitch' 
that occurred last spring with reference to 
tho bill had enabled the government to 
got better terms— §130,000 more on ac- 
count of the drydock than thoy would 
have got laat year. This was no now 
measure. Tho bill was before tho house 
laat aesaion and the conn try at once began to 
show a realizing soiiso of its importance, 
Roaleatate doubled in value almoat iia- 
niediately, and a small^'booui" set in on 
tho mere prospect of this 
blessed Sottloment Bill passing.

We sent missionaries to tho Throno 
and to Ottawa, one ot whom handed in a 
little bill the^pthw/;jdfty of some §l3,000 
for one miMibtv-^al6ii6;"f All failed and 
our chances wore growing beautifully 
small when thia gov'ornment caino into 
ollieo. Thoy at once add tossed tliauisolvos 
to tho task of reopening negotiations with 
Ottawa, Tho result was the Sottloment 
Bill. We wore nut getting all wo had a right 
expect, biit we wore golting .all wo 
could possibly get. Tjie terms wore the 
moat favorable that'ijould have been ob- 
tained, Sir .lohn Macdonald had rofuaod 
to treat further with tho lato govornmont: 
but thia govornmont had rooponed no- 
gotiations with the euccesa thoy saw be- 
fore them in the Settlement Bill, The 
mainland had acted with great magna- 
nimity towards tho island, and had con- 
sented to allow them to take the whole of 
tho §750,000 instead of" insisting upon 
one-half being spent on the mainland, 
The hon. gentleman fiSiculod thoae (flouv 
bers'who*- would li'ok up tho "billions of 
acres of coal" on the e(\at qoiiBt, instead of 
having them dovelopecl. If wo have g«t so 
much wealth we have enough to last till 
Gabriel blows his trumpet, (laughter.) 
The quicker wo got at it the bettor. Every 
ono thought that beciivso llobevt Pmis- 
rauir had inadn a niiUion of doUuin at coal 
mining, everyone else would make a mil. 
lion at Coal mining, (laughter.) How fal- 
laoioua that idea waa ho showed by tho 
numovoua failures at coal mining and 
aaid that only men of capital could con- 
trol tho coal markots of thia coast. Tlio 
moHibor for Kootenay said he opposed 
this bill beaause it gave awa^r our h^ri^ 



tage; but ho voted last se-ssion to givo 
away 750,000 acres of land in the Koote- 
nay district for a narrow-guage railway 
less than 45 miles in length. (Hear.) He 
(iMr. Robson) waa astoniahed and diaap- 
pointed that the hon. ^entloman ahould bo 
found opposing this bill while he voted 
to give away our horitago in Kootenay. 
IMr, Robaon then pictured a tunnel 
with a creature half white, lialf Siwash 
and allChinaman leaningover the entianco 
with this legend painted across his back 
"Holding this for poaterity," (Roars of 
.laughter,) He (Mr, Robson) said, open 
it up! We tan beat serve posterity by de- 
veloping our present opportunities (hear) 
Hot by hoarding our national wnalth aa 
tho miser hoards his gold. Let ua take 
away that figtu-e from tho shaft and let 
us open that mine and not pursue the dog 
in tho manger policy ihat is proposed by 
the loader of the opposition. ^IiOud 
cheers). Tho measuro would pass by an 
overwhelming majority; but auppoae by 
any possibility it should bo loat, our bud- 
ding hopea would bojuipped. British Co- 
lumbia would fall back into the old rut. 
She would be the laughiiig stock and the 
ftjotball of Canada, and tho pooplo would 
bo the poverty stricken and ruined. The 
bill wail more than half a loaf. It was 
three-quarters of a loaf; but if it wai* 
only a quarter of a loaf it would be wise^ 
to take it inatead of continuing tho"Fight! 
Canada" policy. Inatead of the bill being 
an unconditional surrender the govern- 
ment had negotiated an honorable peace 
and the hands of our repreaontativea at 
Ottawa would be strengthened by its pas- 
sage, (jnce for all, ho said, ao far from 
posterity execrating this governnieat pos- 
terity would aay these men were sensible 
men. Their predecessors were unreason- 
able, foolish and Shylock men who went 
out to fight one against a thousand. Thoy 
wore sensible those who negotiated the 
treaty which has given us prosperity — 
which has given ua./ our beautiful man- 
sions and our beautiful carriages to ride 
in and made us powerful and respected in 
all parts of the world. (Prolonged cheers.) 

Mr. Scrnlin said be was elected aa an in- 
dependent member. He was told wlien. 
elected that tho principal thing was to got 
rid of the drydock, and thia bill would 
have his support aa far as tho drydock 
was concerned. The drydock was handed 
over to Canada and more than that tho 
mainland baa the aasuranco that the money 
received for that dock would bo expended 
on the mainland. Hia constituonta ob- 
jected to having the dock built at tho ex- 
pense of the whole province, and as the 
bill could not be amended he would aup- 
port it aa it atood. (Hear.) There were 
other matters in the bill that did not meet 
with hia entire approval. Hia conatitu- 
cnts had no objection to having the Island 
railway built if it wiis not built 
at provincial expense, and tho main- 
land had acted with niagnaminity 
towards the ialaud in conceding that tho 
subsidy 6t^$7Sp,POO should- go towaiwls 
Esquimalt-Naiiaimo railway. He regret- 
ted that a portion of the people of the is- 
land did not seem to want the road; but 
it waa too late now to alter the bill and

the bill waa in the best inferesta of the 
country. An important feature to him 
waa that it dealt w^ith tho graving dock. 
He had used all his influence to enable 
that work to continue, and had mado it 
au oapecial point to urge the provincial 
govornmont to continue work on tho 
doak. If tho government had been able 
they would have conceded to thia request. 
Members from the mainland had come 
down pledged to prevent tho outlay of a 
single cent on the dock. Under tho 
forms of the Settlement Bill the con- 
stcuotion of the Island railway waa 
guaranteed, early opening up ot landff on 
the mainland and recommonooment of 
Work on tho dock. Two sessions ago two 
railway bills came before the house, the 
Cleraent8Vfbill»and :a: billv known as the 
Dunsmuir Inporponitidh Act. The late 
governmont had sent a delegate to Eng- 
land to lay at the foot of the throne a 
petition with regard to the dereliction of 
the Domiuion government with referonce 
to the terms of union. The principal 
grievance mentioned in this had been that 
the Island railway grant had boon kept 
from aottlomeut for many j'oara to the 
groat detriment of the country, Mr. De- 
Cosnioa had been aont to Ottawa in 1873 
and ^va84natc^ote.d to especially stipulate 
that Eaqatmalt^be made the tortninua of 
the trana-continental railway. In 1875 to 
onablotho Dominion government to go on 
with tho work an act was passed granting 
a 80-mile belt of land for construction of 
the line, Mr. DeCosinos had advised this 
guveriimont from Ottawa, in a telegram, 
atrongly urging upon them to pass the 
Dunsmuir bill as it waa tho act beat cal- 
oiilatou to further the interests of the 
jirovince. Whei>o was the coiiBiBtericy of 
sonding a delegate to England and Ottawa 
lit groat oxponao to the country and utter- 
ly rejecting his advice. Tho leader of the 
opposition killed tho Dunsmuir bill and 
the Clements bill became law. The bom- 
pa ny waa a bogus ono and by tho passage 
of tho bill tho lands were, according to 
Sir John Macdonald, thrown upon the 
province whoso action^isi'relieyed the 



years stanaing 
shattered in a mompnt. Upon the validity 
of the stand taken by Sir John he (Mr. 
Pooley) would not at that time s.ty. A 
good deal had been said abf\ut monopoly, 
'Clio word, as ho understood ity meant .solo 
and exclusive right. The corporation had 
nut this right, .\ctual aottlora could take 
up land at §1 an aero, a provision entirely 
abaont in tile Clemen ta bill. With regard 
to tho Peace nvor lands tho Minister of 
Finance allowed that tho Dominion gov- 
ornient acquired lands but tho province 
■w<.iuld reap the benefit of them. The 
atjonor tho Dominion govenvmeht settled 
tiioso lands ao niuoh the sp.rthpi' ahould wo 
derive profit from the tas^jsbn thpiril Tho 
wild lands ot a govornmont ro'presentod 
ita capital, and were of no value until 
settled upon. No further developments 
authorized anyone to believe the land to 
bo more valuable than tlifi'y wore during 
the passage of tho Clemonta bill, The 
opp;jaiti(.fn wore then acting a diahonoat 
part when they deliberately gave away^ 
without any guarantee for settlement, 
lands which now thoy lauded aa being of 
auoh immoHfao worth. Ho oould confident- 
ly aay hia constituents were satiafled with 
thp policy of tho goveraraent in this 
matter; tho bill waa ono of the wiseat 
tnoasures ever brought before the houso 
and he should givo it his hoarty support, 
and' as aoon as the passage of tho. bill bo- 
cinio known real ratato and property 
would increase in value and trade and 
commerce receive an inapetus such as had 
iiover before been orneifienced in this 
country (choors). 

Mr. Dunsmuir aaid that although ho 
had refrained friim speaking and voting 
on this billdi%.'R;o,uld.>akp.^u,e oppor- 
tunity of silyihg toHhe house that ' if the 
lato govormnent' had done ita duly at 
least §1,000,000 would Iiavo boon auont 
by this time on Island railway couatruo-
